“Im Glad!’ Says Wife When She 
She Hears Husband Is in Jail 


San Francisco — Charles Hayes, 
fugitive chauffeur, who absconded 
with $59,000 funds of the Anglo and 
London Paris National Bank, has 
been found in jail at Montreal, 
Canada, according to dispatches re- 
ceived August 4 by the Pinkerton 
Detective Agency. 

Hayes has been pursued since his 
disappearance last September, when 
he fled in an automobile with col- 
lection8 being made for the bank by 
its men in the business district. 

Soon after Hayes’ flight his wife 
received $10,000 through the mail, 
part of the loot. 

Mrs. Hayes returned the money to 
the bank. She has since been given 
a position there and has sued her 
husband for a divorce. 

As soon as word of the identifica- 
tion of Hayes was received steps 
were taken to secure his extradition. 
He is serving a three months’ sen- 
tence in Montreal. No word has 
come as to the whereabouts of the 
balance of the plunder. ~

Yet, humanly, it seems to the out- 
sider, the results are net so promis- 
ing; it looks less as if Brazil were 
solving the color question than as if 
color were dissolving Brazil. 

The citizen produced by the inter- 
mixture of Portuguese with negroes 
is not visibly an improvement on the 
parent stocks. The mulattoes or 
quadroons are often brighter, quick- 
er of intelligence, than either the ox- 
like Portuguese or the fullblooded 
Africans; but it is widely agreed even 
in Brazil that they have neither the 
moral nor physical stamina, that, as 
usual, they take on most of the 
faults, and retain few of the virtues 
of their ancestors.—Century Maga- 
zine. 


When the Grand Army of the Re- 
public holds its annual ‘reunion this 
year in Indianapolis, many who at- 
tended the encampment of 1920 will 
be counted among the missing, as it 
is estimated that the ranks have been 
depleted by nearly 10,000 since that 
gathering. 


According to information made 
public by Secretary Mellon to the 
senate, when the armistice was de- 
clared 4,439,664 war risk insurance 
policies were in force. Of this num- 
ber 3,836,835 had lapsed by May 21, 
1921. Reinstated policies since May 
21 were placed at 219,496.

CUSTOM OF COLONIAL DAYS 


“Beating the Bounds” Was Enjoyed 
by the Boys More In America 
Than in England. 

I believe that, in earliest colonial 
days, buys alisu took pari in a joyful 
outing, a public custom known as 
perambulating or beating the bounds, 
writes Alice Morse Earle, in her 
“Child Life tn Colonial Days.” The 
memory of boundaries and division 
lines, of commons, public highways, 
etc., was kept fresh in the minds of 
the {inhabitants by an old-time Aryan 
custom,—the walking around them 
once a year, noting Ines of boundary 
and impressing these on the notice 
and memory of young people. To 
induce EngHsh boys to accompany 
these perambulations, {t was custom- 
ary to distribute some little gratuity; 
this was usually a willow wand, tled 
at the end with a bunch of points, 
which were bits of string about eight 
inches long, consisting of strands of 
catton or woolen yarn, braided or 
twisted together, ended by a tag of 
a bit of metal or wood. These points 
were used to tle the hose to the knees 
of the breeches; the waistband of the 
breeches to the jacket, etc. Long after 
points were abandoned as a portion of 
dress, the wands, with their little 
knot of points, were given. Pepys 
wrote, in 1661, that he heard that, at 
certain boundaries, the boys were 
smartly whipped to impress the 

bounds upon their memortes.

PROPER PICKING OF BERRIES 


Small Fields Are Handled by Membere 


of Famity—Commercial Growers 
Hire Help. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 


ment of Agriculture.) * 
Harvest season for berries, as with 


aby other market crop, is @ critical 
peviod, because upon proper methods 
depends the entire success. of the 
year’s: work, 
or bushes have been carefully chosen, 
properly set. thoroughly cultivated, 
and scientifically pruned or trained, 
the grower will not be able to get the 
full extent of financial returns unless 
‘the berries are carefully picked and 
carefully handled. 


No matter if the vines 


Berry harvest once meant taking a 


tin pall into the woods or fields, filling 
it from the wild bushes and carrying 
the berries to the house, where they 
were prepared for the table or canned. 
If they were green or overripe, or if 
there were sticks, leaves or hulls In 
the pails, {t meant no more than a Hit- 
tle sorting. In commercial culture ber- 
ries must be picked so they will stand 
shipping, possibly hundreds of miles, 
and appear on the market with the 
boxes reasonably filled and the berries 
in an attractive and edible condition. 
If they are overripe when picked they 
are Hkely to break down and spoll 
before getting to market, and if they 
ure picked green they are likely to 
be worthless, 
settle down in the basket and also 
lays them open to mold and heating. 


Bruising makes them 


“If the field is small the members of 


the famtly may be able to handle the 
crop, but if it is large it {nvolves en- 
gaging pickers and thelr supervision. 
Unless they are engaged well in ad- 
vance of the harvest season, the grow- 
er often is unable to secure a sufficient 
number of pickers to harvest the ber- 
ries as fast as they ripen. If sorted 
out, the overripe berries are usually 
a total loss, and If packed they reduce 
greatly the value of the firm berries 
with which they are marketed. 


Local men, women and children are 


preferable to transient labor. Usually 
they can be depended upon to remain 
through the harvest season. However, 
if there is a large acreage of berries 


On Proper Picking Methods Depends 


the Success of the Berry Crop. 


In the neighborhood, outside help fre- 
quently must be secured. Some fam- 
iHes who pick berries have camping 
outfits and travel from one district to 
another ag the season advances. These 
laborers usually are efficient, but not 
always dependable. Many pickers stop 
work after the height of the season, or 
us soon as the best of the picking ts 
over. In some districts a premium of 
a fraction of a cent a quart is offered 
pickers who stay until the end of the 
harvesting season. 

Proper supervision of the picking 


“force is especially {mportant on ac- 


count of the class of labor ordinarily 
used and the ease with which berries 
are damaged. Usually a “row boss” or 
foreman is placed in charge of a group 
of pickers. He sees that rows are as- 
signed to the pickers and that no ripe 
berries are left unpicked, that the 
number of green or otherwise defective 
berries placed in the boxes is held to 
the minimum, and that the pickers do 
not damage the vines or bushes. 

Special carriers to hold baskets 
while picking can easily be obtained. 
One method is to take an ordinary 
quart basket and tle it about the 
waltst, setting other baskets in it; but 
the best carriers are made to swing 
from the shoulder and hold two bas- 
kets side by side. 

For-carrying berries to the packing 
shed, a tray holding six baskets is con- 
venient. The tray is carried by a wire 
handle. The picker ordinarily should 
not be permitted to carry more than 
one tray from the shed, and should be 
required to set {t in the shade until full. 
This will insure against berries being 
too much wilted or sunburned. 

Keeping an account with the pick- 
ing help is troublesome, unless a sim- 
ple system is employed. Many grow- 
ers get checks the shape of shipping 
tags and printed with numbers repre- 
senting either the number of boxes or 
the amount to be paid, and punch out 
the figures as the quarts are brought 
in. Others issue card tickets for each 
quart or tray filled, and these often are 
taken in trade at local stores, making 
it easier for the grower to finance his 
harvesting. 

The berry harvest is of comparative 
ly short duration and involves long 
hours and hard work on the part of 
the grower, and every effort at careful 
supervision will show its effect whep 
the final checks come in.

Sienna Earth Industry 
Exports of sienna earth from Leg- 
horn to the United States in’ 1920 


were 1662 metric tons, valued at 
| $122,971, and in the first quarter of 
/ 1921, 118 tons, valued at $16,095 ac- 
cording to a report received from 
Consul Lucien Memminger, Leghorn, 
|Italy. Exports of umber earth were 
| 224 tons, valued at $17,682, in 1920, 
|and 31 tons, valued at $3312, in the 
first quarter of 1921. 

The storing and manipulation of 
jsienna earths, ochers and umbers is 
1a special industry of Leghorn, which 
dates back to the time when this 
| port was the emporium of the Med- 
| iterranean. In 1912 the exports of all

Common Errors in English and

ALICIA. 


HIS name is derived from the 

same root as Alice, and repre- 
sents an attempt at greater euphony. 
The curious part of it 1s that the 
name, in its original form, is really 
not that of a woman at all, but of a 
man. It is derived from the Anglo- 
Saxon Adelgis of which the feminine 
form was Adelgisa, but was not fre 
quently given to women. Instead it 
was sacred to the sons of the house, 
principally among the nobility. The 
name itself means noble, in both its 
masculine and feminine forms. 


The name {ts purely English, having, 
however, a slight Teutonie flavor. An 
argument is put forward by some ex- 
perts that the name is derived from 
the Frankish Adalhert on Adelchen, 
meaning “daughter.” Alfx or Alisa in 
Lombardy was naturalized In England 
when Alix la Belle married Henry TI. 


The name, originally masculine, ae- 
eording tu the best authorities, how- 
ever, represents Adelgis and not Adel- 
gisa, making the proper feminine form 
Aliza. Some belleve that Eliza, gen- 
erally believed to be a derivative of 
Elizabeth is this missing form. For 
proof of Aliza as the representative of 
Adelgisa, the Liber Vitas of Durham 
records the changes In Adelgisa from 
the first noble lady of that name, who 
laid her gifts upon the altar. By con- 
traction {t became Adeliza and Aliza. 


The talismanic stone of Alicia is the 
Alexandrite, a Russian jem. It 1s found 
{In the emerald mines of that nation, 
being of a benutiful green shade 
which changes to columbine red. The 
Russians believe it brings great good 
fortune. When the subject of its fav- 
orite’s dream it signifies hope. Monday 
ig Allcia’s lucky day and seven her 
lucky number. Her flower is the white 
hawthorne, a beautiful bud.
